In early Jums,the question of initiating a full-scale world-wide war was 
discussed in the "Soviet Military Conmittee."* No decision was reached, 
pending discussion by the “International Cominform." In mid-April the 
"International Cominform" had made three informal decisions on the Korean 
war and future policy.* First, if the second Chinese Commnist offensive 
fails, plans should be based on a third world war in 1955-1956, Second, 
tne Korean-Yanchurian border is to be defended at ali costs,’ Third, if 
United Hastie forces attack Manchuria, a world war in the near future is

2. On 2-3 June, 30 5900 Japanese troops sent fron the USSR landed at Najin 
(330-19, h2-15).4 These troops were POW's captured by the Soviets and 
trained in various units for six months under the special direction and 
instruction of the Soviet Military Committee, 


30 Between 1948 and 1951, the Soviets conscripted and trained about 200,000 
25X11 soviet-Koreans in the USSR On 23 May these troops arrived at 
Paegam (128-18, h1—1h). They included artillery and cavalry units,
